It strikes me that all outside of the 
classes who make money out of money 
and not out of tho active industries of 
this country should Ik* for the free coin¬ 
age of silver. I believe I possess ordi¬ 
nary intelligence, and I think 1 keep

One man passed with nn enormous 
bull snake in Ids mouth. Its tall hung 
down to his kiiee. Kneh snnke-cnrrlcr 
danced w Ith his eyes closed and Ills chin 
thrust forward. The reasons for this 
were obvious. The little snakes were 
llie most vicious, and struck rc|H-ntcdly 
lit till- eyes and checks of the priests. 

Otic mail went by with two large rat¬ 
tlesnakes in Ids mouth. Another lu-ld 
.1 rattlesnake ami two large bull snake* 
between Ills lips; and a thud priest, tu 
silence all question of Ids superiority, 
imwdi-d into his mouth four siinkea! 
The gntlo-rer who followed llilll held ill 
the fingers of Ids left liiiiol s|\ or eight 
snakes, strung like pieces of rojie. In 
fact, they all handled the snakes pre¬ 
cisely a* If they were skeins of yarn, 
with Ho- single exception of the mo¬ 
ment when they snatched them from 
the ground.

„-rew. The clink of metal fringes ami 
the patter of rattles tilled the car. The 
• (takes dashed Into the crowd, shout* 
and *cremit* and laughter rose, but the 
wary snake gatherer in every ease 
e-light tin- snake la-fore It |nosed out 
of reach. In one or two Instances w her 
i rattlesnake ran toward the women 
with tlu-ir basket plaques of rnenl, they 
broke into wild screams and ran. Kvi- 
tlently tlo-y feared the rattlesnake, 
quite as tiltieh as any of the white wom¬ 
en. Al last, so deep was my Interest to 
sec, I lost all sense of hearing. They 
all moved like llgun-s In a dream. 

1 luring all this time, whatever the 
outcries among the s|*-elntors. what 
ever the screams or laughter among the 
women with the meal, the snake-priests, 
intent and grave, showed no trace what 
e<cr of excitement. It I* absurd to *|M-nl< 
of hypnotism or frenzy of any kind 
They were not in the slightest degrer 
moved cither to fear or laughter, or even 
to the jH.iiit of bring hastened or re¬ 
tarded by the presence of the white 
man. They had a religious duty toper- 
form. and they were carrying It for¬ 
ward. intent, masterful, solemn and 
perfectly silent.
